by the Interhal Revenue Depart j less and, at th e same time, one 
* of the most troublesome parts 

of the liojy. It is a slender tube 
usually about three inches in 
length, attached to the large 
bowel in the lower right side of 
the abdomen. , 

Because of its size and struct 
ire, the appendix is prone to 
fall victim to infection by invad 
ing germs, which set up a n in¬ 
flammation called appendicitis. 
The germs may enter from the 
bowel, or come in the blood 
stream from distant parts of 
the body, such as infected ton¬ 
sils or teeth. 

The symptoms jof appendic¬ 
itis are usually definite. The 
first symptom is pain. Generally 
sudden and severe, it may be 
sreads and a fatal peritonitis 
pendix ruptures, the infection 
ievelops; in others a local ab¬ 
scess forms. For many the ac¬ 
ute attack is the begin ing of ? 
chronic condition with acute re¬ 
lapses. 

There is one thing which 
everyone should know. When 
thq|?e is abdominal pain-stom¬ 
ach-ache, colic, or whatever 
name you call it—do nothing 
but send for a doctor. Such 
pains are always a sign of dan¬ 
ger. NEVER, NEVER giv e a 
laxative to a person, young or 
old who has a pain in the ab¬ 
domen. 

The doctor is never called 
too early. The reason why so 
many d : e because of appendicitis 
is because the doctor is summon 
ed too late and the patient has 
been given a laxative. 

If you must do something for 
abdominal pa n put on an ice- 
rack or compresses wrung out 
of cold water while you are 
waiting for the doctor, but al- 
wavs remain on the safe side 
ar.d avoid giving laxatives.

While individual effort is us¬ 
ually very effective in control¬ 
ling soil drifting, and ei/ery 
farmer should adopt tha best 
Known control measures on his 
own farm, the most successful 
results, says the Soil Drifting 
Control in the Prairie Provinces 
bulletin issued by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, will 
undoubtedly follow the adoption 
of community action. The im¬ 
portance of this community act 
ion will be readily understood 
from* the fact that an area of un 
hindered, drifting soil usually 
expands very rapidly. Moving 
particles, and in many cases the 
latter are caused to join in a 
general movement under the in¬ 
fluence of high winds. 

The most carefully planned 
and executed control measuies 
may be entirely ruined if the 
soil has to withstand the com¬ 
bined action of wind and drift¬ 
ing soil from adjoining unprot¬ 
ected areas. These facts show 
the necessity for community 
action if a maximum degree of 
success in the control of soil 
drifting is to be obtained. While 
the control of drifting on any 
farm is primarily the concern of 
the individual farmer, his suc¬ 
cess may be aided or hampered 
by the action of his immediate 
neighbours. 

In order to prevent losses to 
neighbouring property by un¬ 
protected summerfailow, the 
Legislative Assembly of the p»o 
vince of Alberta assed an Act 
in 1935 known as the “Contioi 
of Soil Drifting Act.” This A.:C 
carries certain penalties for 
failure to provido proper prot¬ 
ection to adjacent properly. No 
claim for damages may l.e made 
by any person, however, unletf* 
the claimant himself is comply¬ 
ing with the Act in regard

Pacific people and the country in 
general may be reminded . f the 
part this Company has played in 
national development. 

It Is particularly fitting that 
the Company's jubilee year 
should be marked by the appear¬ 
ance of uu important book bear¬ 
ing on Its history and the new 
volume by J. Murray Gibbon, 
whose picture is shown above, 
will be the more welcome on that 
account. It is entitled “Steel of 
Empire” and apart from its 
special interest to Canadian Pa¬ 
cific people as a moat completo 
and interesting history of their 
own Company, it is so compre¬ 
hensive and fascinating a tale of 
the discovery and development of 
Canada that it will m-ke a strong 


appeal to all who are interested 
in this country. It is published 
by the BobbH Merrill Cpmpany iq 
the United States and by McClel¬ 
land & Stewart In Canada and 
appears as an extremely hand: 
some volume. Sixteeu full colour 
Illustrations and over two huu-i 
dred In black and white help car¬ 
ry the Interest throughout, aided 
by a series of explanatory maps. 
It sells at $3.50 a copy. Despite 
Its wide range of information and 
the vast amount of reading and 
research that clearly has gone 
into its making, it is full of 
human interest and is an absorb¬ 
ing record of the human desires 
and ambitions that have become 
the foundation stones of Cunadian 
nationality. 

History of the Canadian Pacific 
as it may be, it is a fascinating 
ami important hook long before 
the author gets around to that 
great institution. The early his¬ 
tory of transportation by trail 
and canoe Is told wllh a wealth 
of chatty incident and in the 
light readable style that one 
would expect from this accom¬ 
plished author. 


Mr. Gibbon very largely ignur-w 
tho ppnuqqgrpUnu history hook 
stories of early settlement und 
lays before us new incident* and 
hitherto neglected movements 
that led to the exploration and 
final ognquering of the Canadian 
wilderness. Thus, ho reculls that 
in the time of Queen Anne the 
new demand for tea and the tre¬ 
mendous vogue for Chinese por- 
celuin and for Chinese house dec¬ 
orations turned merchant eyes 
towurds tho Orient and sharpen¬ 
ed tho desire to find the North 
West passage. In a large sense 
the book is the story of tho 
search for and the ultimate build¬ 
ing of a new road to the Pacific. 
The fur trade, gold discoveries 
and ultimately the opening up of 
tlie country as a land for sen le¬ 
nient eacii played their big part 
in the development of Canada, 
but it was the search for tlie road 
to the “East” that drew adven¬ 
turous pioaecr souls forward 
until Canada had become a Domi¬ 
nion and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway had been built.
